Heretofore we have 
given those questions little attention, but it is high 
time we were doing it now, since water has been 
made, so to speak, the national! tipple. 

The practice of gulping our water as so many of 
our unfortunate contemporaries used to bolt their 
liquor is a vicious custom. To get the full bouquet 
of the great natural blend one should sip his water 
as his revered, but blameworthy, ancestors used to 
trifle with their toddy. The father knew how to 
drink, though, alas! they did not know what. 

Then there is the danger of drinking water to ex- 
eess, a habit into which one may easily slip. Ex- 
cessive water drinking, the professor tells us, is about 
as deadly as unwise indulgence in potations once per- 
mitted. The effect may not be so abrupt or ecute, 
but eventually water will extinguish the flame. Ifa 
slow adversary, it is a sure one. 

On the other hand, there is the peril of not drink- 
ing water enough. Just how the correct quantity may 
be determined the professor does not say. He leaves 
that to our judgment. It is not a simple problem. 
The eighteenth amendment and the Volstead law, 
Mr. Pussyfoot Johnson informs us, have practically 
eliminated sunstroke, but what’s the advantage in 
escaping sunstroke if we are plunged into a watery 
grave?

THE LEAGUE IN ACTION. 

The San Sebastian meeting of the League of Na- 
tions will recommend that the council, at its Novem- 
ber meeting in Geneva, appoint an international 
blockade commission to formulate plans for the 
application of an economic blockade in case of war. 
Meantime the frenzied effort of the Bolshevik troops 
to take Warsaw before the armistice becomes ef- 
fective is regarded as an extremely critical situa- 
tion, Comparable in gravity to that of 1914. That 
the Soviet Government may run amuck, as Germany 
did, that Russia may set out on “world domination 
or downfall,” is recognized in European capitals as 
a possibility. If it develops into an actuality the 
problem of how best to combat the Petrograd war 
lord may be an immediate question. 

Both France and England will probably send troops 
to Poland’s aid, but assistance will not stop there. 
An economic blockade, supposably, will be established 
against Russia, which will demonstrate the capacity 
of the League of Nations to punish an offender 
against the world’s peace. It is unlikely that the 
League will wait for the Geneva Council to name a 
commission to manage such a movement. The emer- 
gency, assuming that Russia attempts to crush Poland, 
or undertakes to impose objectionable terms of peace, 
will justify the League immediately applying the most 
drastic blockade possible. 

That such a blockade would result in the early 
overthrow of the Lenine Government, as ventured in 
London opinion, need not be accepted. Hostility 
from without has been water on Lenine’s wheel from 
the first. He has utilized it skillfully to command 
a support he could not otherwise appeal to. Russia 
has already suffered from a blockade and thrived on 
it spiritually, however she may have wilted physical- 
ly. Nevertheless the restrictions and obstructions 
to commercial intercourse with Russia, severe as they

Same perverseness on the part of St. Louis shippers | 
and vehicle users. It is the perverseness which pre- 
fers to pay high frejght rates and bridge tolls when 
cheap rates and free bridge passage are offered. * 

The penchant of St. Louisans for spending money 
needlessly has been shown by the reluctance to ship 
by- river and is being shown now by the persistence 
of vehicle owners in paying for the use of the Eads 
Bridge under conditions of hampered traffic when 
the municipal bridge is available for free and unin- 
terrupted use. 

The roadway of the Eads Bridge is being replaced 
and is torn up half of its width for a considerable 
distance, which necessitates the movement of traf- 
fic in alternating currents and involves great delays. 
Vehicles by the dozen, blocked at each end of the 
“neck,”’ incur long delays, but with a tenacity which 
would be sublime if it were not ridiculous, the driv- 
ers wait for the privilege of paying for a passage 
which is free and unimpeded over the municipal 
bridge a few blocks away. Not only loaded trucks, 
for which a shorter haul may partially balance the 
toll, but pleasure vehicles in great numbers clog the | 
entrances to the narrow. passage and clamor for the | 
chance to pay for a delayed passage rather than save 
time and money by using the free bridge. 

It is convenience of location which constitutes the 
Eads Bridge’s claim to greatness and which affords) 
vehicle owners a pretext for paying toll, but con- 
venience of location is poor recompense for incon- 
venience of congestion and delay. The fact seems to 
be that the free bridge is not appreciated because it 
is free and the Eads Bridge is valued because it fs 
costly. Perhaps, such is human perversity, if river 
rates were increased and the free bridge put under 
toll, patronage of both would increase.
